2 PCGS 1820 Cent MS63 Red and Brown, with 
most of the mint red color surviving on the 
reverse. Large date, with the usual die 
breaks encircling the date and stars; and 
an 1850 Cent MS64 Red and Brown, closed 5. 

A pleasing, spot-free specimen, mellowed 
nicely with age. (Total: 2 coins) 

3 PCGS 1850 Cent MS64 Red and Brown. Closed 
5. Well struck except for the usual 
weakness about the peripheries. Only 
slightly mellowed, with a great deal of 
mint red remaining. 

4 PCGS 1853 Cent MS65 Red. A frosty, 
pinkish-gold example, showing only a modest 
stain along reverse rim about the E in 
STATES.

A lovely 
example of one of the most popular of all 
American coins. The surfaces are reflective 
and are covered with rich, attractive 
glowing honey-gold color.

Dusky 
steel-blue surfaces, changing to 
coppery-gold in the more protected areas. 
Only 38 examples of this key issue have 
received the "64RB" designation from PCGS. 

Fully reflective and 
overlaid with crange-gold color. The 
obverse is very choice while the reverse 
shows some marks at the center. One of only 
800 struck and a scarce, undervalued type 
in all Proof grades. 

11 PCGS 1859 Cent PR64. Bright and reflective 
with pleasing color and choice surfaces. 
This one year type has a Proof mintage of 
just 800 coins and survivors are scarce and 
undervalued. Only 12 1859 Cents have been

Limited in grade by some noticeable obverse 
spotting.

26 NGC 1851 Three Cent Silver MS 63, lustrous 
and sharp; and an 1852 Three Cent Silver MS 
63, gunmetal-grey surfaces. (Total; 2 coins) 

27 PCGS 1852 Three Cent Silver PCGS MS63, a 
satiny milky-grey example, and an 1862 
Three Cent Silver NGC MS 63, delicate 
peripheral toning outlines lustrous 
surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

28 PCGS 1852 Three Cent Silver MS64. Sharply 
struck from lightly clashed and worn dies. 
Very lustrous with light golden centers 
which deepen to reddish-gold at the edges. 
The only marks on the surfaces are the 
aforementioned Mint-made clashmarks.

84 PCGS 1918-S Nickel MS64. Sharply struck 
from slightly worn dies. The surfaces are 
unspotted and lustrous with light gold and 
violet colors visible. This is one of the 
scarcer and more underrated dates in the 
entire series with a July, 1990 PCGS 
population figure of just 15 MS-64's and 6

85 PCGS 1919-D Nickel MS65. A delicate 
yellow-gold tint overlays razor sharp 
surfaces which also boast outstanding 
brilliance.

94 NGC 1913 Type Two Nickel PF 64. Traces of 
lilac and pastel-blue in the protected 


areas, with only minor spotting precluding 
a "65" grade.

97 PCGS 1936 Type One Nickel PR66. Satin 
Finish..Very light gold color covers 
vibrant, undisturbed surfaces. A shimmering 
gem with as much eye appeal as one could 
hope for. This is one of 15 pieces graded 
as such by PCGS as of July, 1990 with just 
two graded higher. 

98 NGC 1936 Type One Nickel PF 66. A 

beautifully preserved specimen exhibiting 
milky golden hues across the obverse and 
about the lower reverse border. Although 
seen slightly more often in gem condition 
than the Type Two or brilliant Proof, the 
difference is not enough to justify the 
substantially lower price. 

99 PCGS 1937 Nickel PR64. Full watery 
brilliance, with no spotting and only a few 
insignificant hairlines preventing a "65" 
rating. 

100 NGC 1937 Nickel PF 65. Deep, watery 
surfaces which are choice and, for the most 
part, in full brilliance. 


EARLY HALF DIMES 

101 PCGS 1800 Half Dime MS63. Valentine-2. The 
LIBEKTV variety. A superb, original example 
of this scarce and popular issue. The 
obverse has a pale grey-rose center set 
amidst lovely rainbow colors; the reverse 
is overlaid with russet and cobalt pastels. 
As usual, weakness of strike can be seen on 
Liberty's breasts and the corresponding 
reverse; BUS in the motto is, as always, 
illegible as a result of excessive die 
clashing.

102 NGC 1834 Half Dime MS 65. Well struck 
beneath rich shades of blue-green and 
burnt-orange. There is a light scuff to the 
right of the date, the only real 
distraction on this choice, deeply toned 
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example.

103 PCGS 1838 No Drapery Half Dime MSS3. Normal 
Stars. Very well struck and lustrous with 
pleasing medium coloration on the obverse 
and the reverse. 

104 NGC 1839 No Drapery Half Dime MS 65. Deep 
bluish-steel toning overlays both obverse 
and reverse on this choice, fully struck 
example. 

105 PCGS 1845 Half Dime MS64 . Valentine-5. 
Sharply recut 5 in the date; this variety 
is often erroneously called an "1845/3." 
Superbly toned with golden centers changing 
to violet, sea-green and neon blue 

peripheral 1y. The strike is sharp despite 
some advanced die cracks while the 
underlying luster is full and unbroken. A 
really pretty coin and a very rare variety 
in the upper ranges of Mint State. 

106 PCGS 1854 Arrows Half Dime MS63. Untoned 
and very lustrous; the strike is quite good 
for the date with minimal clashmarks and 
die wear noted. A Mint-made driftmark on 
the obverse removes this coin from a higher 
grade. 

107 NGC 1854 Arrows Half Dime MS 63. Well toned 
in mottled golden-grey hues, with 
occasional signs of iridescence along the 
obverse edge. 

108 NGC 1854 Arrows Half Dime MS63. Struck from 
clashed and worn dies; untoned except for a 
splash of orange-gold on the reverse. We 
note some hairlines on the left obverse. 

109 NGC 1854-0 Arrows Half Dime MS 65. A 
lustrous, satin-like example, highlighted 
in pleasing shades of gold and blue, with 
more of a pastel tint on the reverse. 

110 PCGS 1858 Half Dime MS64. Well struck with 
fewer clashmarks than typical for this 
date. The lustrous surfaces are covered 
with soft green and red pastels on the 
obverse; the reverse shows some 1ighter 
colors around its border. 

111 PCGS 1871 Half Dime MS64. Untoned and 
frosty with slightly reflective tendencies 
noted. 

112 NGC 1871 Half Dime MS 64. Rich sea-green, 
red, blue and orange-gold color covers 
frosty, slightly marked surfaces. 

113 NGC 1872-S Half Dime MS 65. Mintmark Below 
Bow. Deeply toned with the obverse mostly 
green and blue and the reverse shading 
towards rust-gold, blue and green. The 
underlying surfaces are very frosty and are 
clean but for a mark in the right obverse 
field. 


114 NGC 1859 Half Dime PF 63. Deeply mirrored, 
razor sharp surfaces, toned in rich shades 
of reddish-gold and iridescent-blue. This 
date enjoys heavy demand as the only fairly 
obtainable Stars Obverse Half Dime in Proof 

115 NGC 1871 Half Dime PF 64. A gorgeous little 
coin with intense multi-colored toning on 
the obverse and the reverse. The center of 
the obverse is untoned and is afforded 
excellent contrast. This piece is from an 
original 1871 Proof set which can be found 
throughout this sale. In our opinion, this 
piece may be the nicest individual from 
that set! 


EARLY DIMES 

116 NGC 1833 Dime MS 64. Breen 3201, final 3 
high. An extremely well struck example, 
richly covered in golden-steel toning which 
tends to subdue the original luster. 

117 PCGS 1834 Dime MS63 . Small 4. Well struck, 
save for the eagle's talons and arrow 
feathers at the base of the shield. The 
surfaces are frosty beneath a murky 
greenish-grey toning, with rose-gold 
peripheral highlights most evident on the 
obverse. Less than 50 examples in all Mint 
State have been graded by PCGS to date. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 


118 PCGS 1837 No Stars Dime MS63. Large Date. 
Struck from a heavily cracked obverse die 
yet showing full detail on both sides. Both 
the obverse and the reverse are pleasingly 
toned in medium to deep original color and 
the surfaces lack any deep or noticeable 
marks. 

119 NGC 1841-0 Dime AU58. Reverse of 1841, 
small mintmark. Lustrous and lightly worn 
with nice color on the obverse and the 
reverse. This variety is quite rare in full 
Mint State. 

120 PCGS 1858 Dime MS65 . A satiny smooth, 
steel-toned example with accents of 
blue-green and russet predominantly about 
the devices. The 1858 is considered a 
"common date" Stars Obverse Dime, but in 
reality any "MS65" example of this type is 
quite scarce. As of June, 1990, this is the 
only piece graded as such by PCGS, although 
three have been certified at a higher level 

121 PCGS 1859-0 Dime MS64 . Sharp and lustrous 
with medium mottled golden-russet obverse 
color; the reverse shows lighter hues. This 
date is a bit less rare in Mint State than 
was once believed but examples of this 
quality are by no means easy to locate. 

122 NGC 1875 Dime MS 65. Fully struck and 
abundantly lustrous with rich golden-grey 
color; the center of the obverse is a bit 
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lighter in hue than the rest of the coin. 
This gem Dime has clean surfaces and is 
"original" in every sense of the word. This 
date is fairly easy to locate in the lower 
Mint State grades but is scarce and 
underrated in gem condition. 

123 PCGS 1875 Dime MS66 . Glorious blue-green 
toning covers much of the obverse and the 
peripheries of the reverse, giving way to 
soft golden-lilac hues on and inside the 
wreath. This superb example is one of just 
two pieces to grade at this lofty level, as 
of June, 1990. 

124 NGC 1876 Dime MS 67. Near immaculate 
surfaces, toned on the obverse in 

golden-russet and on the reverse in a hazy 
shades of steel-violet, with flashes of 
bright rose and neon blue at the borders. 

The relatively high mintage 1876 does, on 
occasion, turn up in choice condition, but 
the appearance of such a superb coin is 
indeed a long shot. Both NGC and PCGS have 
each graded but a single example in this 
lofty state of preservation. 

125 NGC 1882 Dime MS 65. Golden-grey toning 
more uniformly covers the obverse, with 
traces of blue-green and reddish-orange 
about the lettering and wreath. 

126 NGC 1889 Dime MS 65. Frosty, exceptionally 
clean surfaces exhibiting light russet 
toning in the protected areas and a touch 
of blue-green along the obverse edge. 

127 NGC 1889-S Dime MS 65. Richly toned in a 
blend of steel-violet and golden-rose, with 
blue iridescence forming about the wreath 
and lettering. The '89-S Dime is a prime 
rarity in all grades of Uncirculated, but 
especially in gem condition. This 
attractively toned piece is, no doubt, of 
condition census quality. 

128 PCGS 1890 Dime MS64. Proof!ike and struck 
from clashed dies. A hint of pale gold 
toning clings to very clean surfaces. A 
very flashy and appealing Dime. 

129 PCGS 1891 Dime MS65. Frosty and sharp 
beneath soft violet and rose-gold 
coloration. A choice, attractive example of 
the Legend Obverse type, struck in its 
final year of production. 

130 NGC 1891-S Dime MS 65. A frosty, highly 
lustrous specimen outlined in blue and 
golden-russet toning. This final year "S" 
mint issue is fairly scarce at the 
uncirculated level and especially so in 
this outstanding condition. 

131 NGC 1871 Dime PF64. Superb intense 
multi-colored toning makes this reflective 
example especially attractive. Liberty's 
head and the cap are a bit weakly impressed 
as is often seen on examples of this date. 
One of just 960 pieces produced and an 
issue which has proven to be extremely 
elusive in gem condition. 


132 Hallmark 1883 Dime PR66 . Deeply toned on 
the obverse and the reverse in shades of 
green, gold, red and blue. The underlying 
surfaces are clean and reflective. 


BARBER DIMES 

133 Hallmark 1900-S Dime MS66 . Well struck and 
satiny with medium russet pastel coloration 
on the obverse and on the reverse. This is 
a reasonably scarce date in any Mint State 
grade. Gems are very rare and pieces of 
this quality are, needless to say, 
extremely rare. This is probably among the 
finest known 1900-S Dimes. 

134 NGC 191 1 -S Dime MS 65. Well defined with 
shimmering luster. The obverse is framed in 
soft golden toning, while the reverse 
exhibits deeper shades of bluish-green and 
coppery-red within the devices. 

135 PCGS 1906 Dime PR64. Both obverse and 
reverse are drenched in grey and iridescent 
toning which, when tilted at an angle, 
reveal lovely multicolored shades. Proof 
mintage: 675 pieces. 


MERCURY DIMES 

136 PCGS 1921-D Dime MS64. The bands are very 
nearly full. A pleasing example of this key 
date with a sharp overall strike, good 
luster and pleasing light golden color on 
the obverse and the reverse. An excellent 
value relative to a gem full bands example 
and one of just eight graded (with three 
higher) by PCGS as of July, 1990. 

137 ANACS 1924 Dime MS 65 Full Split Bands. 
Bright luster peeks through the centers 
while rich violet, steel-blue and 
antique-gold toning outlines either side. 

138 PCGS 1939 Dime PR65. Brightly mirrored 
surfaces with dazzling reflectivity. 


TWENTY CENT PIECES 

139 PCGS 1878 Twenty Cents PR64. Choice, watery 
surfaces overlaid in a subtle golden-grey 
toning, shading to rose and iridescent blue 
along either border. This popular final 
year of issue was struck in Proof-only, 
with just 600 pieces minted. 

140 NGC 1878 Twenty Cent Piece PF 64. A mostly 
untoned cameo example with especially 
reflective fields. Unlike most 1878 Twenty 
Cent Pieces, this coin has never been 
cleaned or mishandled in any fashion. There 
is a small Mint-made spot near the final 
star on the obverse; the reverse is superb. 
A very difficult date and type to locate in 
grades above this and a scarce, popular 
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Proof-only issue with an original mintage 
of just 600 coins. 


EARLY QUARTERS 

141 PCGS 1805 Quarter AU50. Browning-2. Five 
berry reverse. A typical strike for the 
variety with some weakness on the E in 
LIBERTY and the corresponding reverse as 
well as on the upper portion of Liberty's 
hair. The obverse shows rich multi-colored 
toning; the neverse has some orange-gold 
flashes at the edges. The surfaces retain 
some Mint luster but show some scattered 
marks. This date is scarce in About 
Uncirculated and it becomes rare in full 
Mint State. 

142 PCGS 1835 Quarter MS64. High 3 in date. The 
surfaces on this remarkably choice Bust 
Quarter show intense satiny luster and 
display occasional splashes of light golden 
color on either side. Additionally, the 
devices are struck with razor sharp 
definition, right down to the eagle's 
talons. Although the highest mintage date 
of this eight-year type, the 1835 is seen 
less often at this grade level than the 
1831 and 1834. As of dune, 1990, just five 
specimens have been awarded an "MS64" grade 
from PCGS. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

143 NGC 1841 Quarter MS 63. A frosty specimen, 
well toned in rich golden-steel shades. 
While occasionally seen in select 
uncirculated grades, the 1841 is by no 
means a common No Motto Quarter and should 
realize a substantial premium over the most 
available dates of the type. 

144 NGC 1854 Arrows Quarter MS63. Sharply 
struck and lustrous with light grey-gold 
color which becomes somewhat deeper near 
the edges. 

145 NGC 1891-S Quarter MS 65. The surfaces are 
frosty and extremely well defined, with 
lovely blue and gold iridescence splashed 
about the central devices. A somewhat 
tougher date even in average uncirculated 
grades, the '91-S becomes very elusive at 
the "65" plateau. 

146 PCGS 1859 Quarter PR63. Nicely toned in 
green and reddish hues with the obverse 
somewhat lighter than the reverse. This is 
the first readily available Proof of this 
denomination and it is quite popular for 
this reason. 

147 PCGS 1866 Quarter PR64 Deep smokey 
grey-gold with underlying splashes of neon 
blue on the obverse. The surfaces are very 
reflective and quite clean. This is one of 
just 725 Proofs struck and gems are quite 


148 NGC 1871 Quarter PF64. The obverse has good 
cameo contrast and is overlaid with pale 
russet color; the reverse shows deeper 
toning. Both sides are very reflective and 
free of significant hairlines. A rare and 
undervalued date in Gem Proof as, for that 
matter, are all the silver issues of this 
date. From an original 1871 Proof Set 
offered throughout this sale. 

149 PCGS 1873 No Arrows Quarter PR63. Deep, 
fiery orange-gold and reddish obverse;the 
reverse shows superb rainbow hues. The 
underlying surfaces are very reflective. 

One of 600 struck and really every bit as 
scarce as its more-heralded With Arrows 
counterpart. 

150 PCGS 1874 Arrows Quarter PR64. An untoned 
specimen which displays watery, mirror 
fields and just lacks the extra "flash" 
necessary for a full "PR65" rating. Just 42 
examples of this two-year type have been 
graded equally by PCGS, as of June, 1990. 

151 PCGS 1878 Quarter PR63. Reflective with the 
barest hint of pale platinum color over 
minimally hairlined surfaces. 

152 PCGS 1883 Quarter PR63. A very choice cameo 
example with light smokey-gold color on the 
obverse: the reverse shows somewhat deeper 
gold coloring which shades to light red and 
violet. The surfaces are clean and this 
piece looks like a possible "upgrade" to us. 

153 PCGS 1889 Quarter PR63. Deep smokey 
rose-grey obverse; the reverse has lighter 
smokey color and is more reflective. 

154 PCGS 1890 Quarter PR63. Deep grey 
coloration masks much of the reflectiveness 
of the underlying surfaces. 

155 PCGS 1890 Quarter PR63. A bright untoned 
cameo. While ther are a few fine hairlines 
on the right obverse, this coin certainly 
looks nicer than a "63" to us! 


BARBER QUARTERS 

156 PCGS 1892 Quarter MS63. Boldly struck with 
traces of golden-russet toning about the 
obverse edge and a lighter golden hue 
outlining the reverse. A very lustrous and 
appealing example of this popular first 
year of issue. 

157 NGC 1898 Quarter MS 65. Deep multi-colored 
toning covers very clean and highly 
lustrous surfaces. The strike is absolutely 
full with every fine detail on the obverse 
up and bold. An excellent type coin for the 
collector who prefers naturally toned 
specimens. 

158 PCGS 1906-D Quarter MS64. Satiny and well 
struck, with a delicate silvery-grey tint 
across both sides. 
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159 PCGS 1910 Quarter MS65 . Clean and frosty 
with rich orange-gold and greenish color on 
the obverse; the reverse shows green and 
reds becoming most pronounced at the 

periphery. 

160 NGC 1911 Quarter MS65 . Sharply struck, very 
clean and lustrous with medium russet and 
gold colors on the obverse and the reverse. 

161 PCGS 1912 Quarter MS65. Untoned and very 
clean with blazing luster on the obverse 
and the reverse. A good coin for type 
purposes. 

162 PCGS 1915 Quarter MS65 . Moderate sea-green 
and gold shades illuminate the obverse; the 
reverse shows tinges of gold at the edge. 
The reverse is a bit weakly struck but this 
is' more than compensated for by the overall 
cleanliness and originality of this gem 
coin. 

163 PCGS 1916-D Barber Quarter MS65. Lustrous 
and frosty, with suggestions of golden 
color visible on either side of this choice 
example. A very appealing Barber Quarter 
which would dress up many a high grade type 
set . 

164 PCGS 1892 Quarter PR63. A nice cameo 
example with pale hazy colors which deepen 
behind the head of Liberty. 

165 NGC 1908 Quarter PF 65. Splashes of greens 
and blues cover the obverse fields; the 
reverse tends more towards red and 
chartreuse. Both sides are clean and 
reflective. There is an area of die polish 
of Liberty's neck which should not be 
confused with hairlines. 

166 NGC 1911 Quarter PF 63. Fully reflective 
beneath deep steel and burnt-orange shades. 
Proof mintage: 543 pieces. 

167 PCGS 1913 Quarter PR63. Very reflective and 
lightly toned with a few hairlines 
noticeable on the reverse. Only 613 pieces 
were struck. 

168 NGC 1913 Quarter PF 63. Exceptionally nice 
contrast for a Proof of this date. Some 
faint vertical marks are noticed on 
Liberty's cheek upon close inspection. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

169 PCGS 1917 Type One Quarter MS65 Full Head. 

The satin-like surfaces exhibit the usual 
razor sharp detail seen on this issue. 
Population figures are a bit misleading for 
the Type One Quarters, as no distinction 
was made for Full Head and non Full Head 
specimens for the first couple of years. 

170 PCGS 1917 Type One Quarter MS65 Full Head 

The shield is full as well. Untoned and 
frosty with clean, vibrant surfaces-. 


171 NGC 1917 Type Two Quarter MS 63 Full Head, 
speckled chanocal toning which is a bit 
deeper on the reverse; 1923 Quarter PCGS 
MS64, silvery-grey with several splashes of 
golden obverse color; and a 1926-D Quarter 
PCGS MS64, typical flatness in Liberty's 
head. (Total: 3 coins) 

172 PCGS 1917 Type Two Quarter MS65. Creamy 
smooth surfaces with shimmering luster and 
soft golden accents on the obverse. 

173 PCGS 1917-D Type Two Quarter MS64. Smooth 
and lustrous, with a blush of golden-steel 
toning across the reverse. 

174 PCGS 1919 Quarter MS65. Virtual Full Head; 
the shield is complete. Clean and frosty 
with soft golden pastel drippings on the 
obverse and the reverse. An especially nice 
coin for the grade. 

175 PCGS 1924 Quarter MS65. Typical head 
detail; the shield is full. Untoned and 
frosty with clean, glittering surfaces. Gem 
non-Ful1 Head Standing Liberty Quarters 
appear to be an exceptional value at 
current 1evels. 

176 PCGS 1924-D Quarter MS63 Full Head. 

Untoned, with an unusually bold strike for 
the date. In fact, roughly five percent of 
the Mint State pieces graded by PCGS have 
received the "FH" designation. 

177 NGC 1926-S Quarter MS 64. Frosty and fairly 
well struck, with tinges of antique-gold 
about the obverse edge and splashes of 
golden-rose, taking on a mottled appearance 
on the reverse. A very difficult date in 
all Mint State grades. 

178 PCGS 1927 Quarter MS64. The head is nearly 
full and the shield is complete. Pleasing 
mottled pastels shades cling to clean, 
lustrous surfaces. 

179 NGC 1927 Quarter MS 65, soft steel-violet 
obverse toning; and a 1928-D Quarter MS 65, 
a frosty, mostly brilliant specimen. 

(Total: 2 coins) 

180 NGC 1930 Quarter MS 64 Full Head. The 
obverse is layered in milky golden-lilac 
toning. 

181 PCGS 1930 Quarter MS65 Full Head. Fully 
original, with specks of russet and 
yellow-gold toning about the outer 
portions. Easily the most obtainable of all 
Type Two Standing Liberty Quarter dates in 
choice, full head condition. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

182 PCGS 1932-D Quarter MS63. Original and 

choice with pleasing color on the obverse 
and minimal marks on both sides. 
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183 NGC 1934 Quarter MS 65; and a 1935 Quarter 
MS 65, both handsomely toned specimens. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

184 PCGS 1936-D Quarter MS64, bold and frosty 
with pale lilac coloration on the reverse; 
1937-D Quarter MS65; and a 1939-S Quarter 
MS65. Washington Quarters, by the nature of 
their design, are more difficult to locate 
in true "65" condition than their Mercury 
Dime and Walking Liberty Half Dollar 
counterparts. (Total: 3 coins) 

185 PCGS 1936 Quarter PR64. Overlaid in a 
natural hazy patina. 

186 PCGS 1936 Quarter PR66. Rich cloudy color 
covers unblemished mirror surfaces. This 
issue has continued to remain elusive in 
this grade; as of duly, 1990, PCGS had 
graded just seven examples as such with 
none higher. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

187 PCGS 1814 Half Dollar AU55. 0-104a, with 
numerous die cracks evident on both obverse 
and reverse. Toned in a light golden-steel 
shade. 

188 PCGS 1825 Half Dollar MS64 . Milky 
steel-violet toning adorns mark-free 
surfaces, shading to antique-gold about the 
obverse edge and with a touch of subtle 
sea-green coloration framing either side. 
The central devices on this beautifully 
preserved Bust Half Dollar exhibit unusual 
sharpness, though flatness at the borders 
is a normality on this particular variety. 

A most impressive example of the Capped 
Bust type. 

189 PCGS 1827 Half Dollar AU58, flat-base 2. 

Die break curving from the milling below 
the 2 in the date, through stars 11-13 and 
into Liberty's cap; and an 1845-0 Half 
Dollar AU58, normal date. Drapery below 
Liberty's elbow only faintly visible. 

Steel-toned with violet and blue iridescent 
highlights. (Total: 2 coins) 

190 PCGS 1834 Half Dollar MS62. Breen-4710, 
head of 1835. Lustrous, periphera1 - toned 
surfaces, boldly defined in the central 
detaiIs . 

191 PCGS 1837 Reeded Edge Half Dollar MS63. 

Thick, satiny luster with just a hint of 
golden-grey peripheral toning. The strike 
is very sharp, even about the borders which 
are often lacking in definition on this 
type. The PCGS population is currently 30 
pieces, constituting fifty percent of the 
Reeded Edge "63's." 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

192 NGC 1877 Half Dollar MS 65. An obvious 


"first strike" with nearly full Proof!ike 
surfaces and uncommonly bold detail. The 
obverse is toned to a deep rose-grey which 
shades to orange-gold peripheral1y; the 
reverse shows deep multi-colored splashes. 
We note a few marks on the obverse 
including a reeding abrasion near Liberty's 
right arm. Gem examples of this issue are 
far from the "common date" status accorded 
by most pricing guides. 

193 NGC 1877-CC Half Dollar MS 64. Sharp and 
frosty with very pleasing color. The 
obverse shows a burst of magenta, neon blue 
and orange-gold at the right border while 
the reverse has a natural concentric ring 
of burnt orange-gold. There are a few light 
marks on the obverse including one above 
Liberty's right shoulder. This is the only 
Carson City Half Dollar which is available 
with any frequency in the higher Mint State 
grades. 

194 PCGS 1879 Half Dollar MS63. An unmistakable 
business strike, toned a dusky 

gunmetal-grey with scattered shades of 
steel-blue and russet visible. A popular 
date, one of just 5,900 pieces struck. 

195 PCGS 1865 Half Dollar PR64. A very choice 
cameo example with the frosted, untoned 
obverse device contrasted by splashes of 
amber color; similar hues appear on the 
reverse. The surfaces are refletive and 
minimally marked. One of just 500 Proofs 
struck and a very hard issue to locate 
choicer than this. 

196 PCGS 1869 Half Dollar PR63. A reflective 
cameo example with natural smokey grey-gold 
and russet colors on the obverse and on the 
reverse. The surfaces surprisingly clean 
for the grade. 

197 PCGS 1873 With Arrows Half Dollar PR63. 

Bright and reflective with even golden-grey 
color on the obverse and the reverse. This 
two-year type is popular and always in 
great demand among type collectors. 

198 PCGS 1889 Half Dollar PR64. Deeply mirrored 
with moderate contrast between fields and 
devices. A dash of golden-grey toning is 
visible along the lower obverse border. 

This date has proven more difficult at the 

"PR64" level than the other low-mintage 
dates from this decade. It is currently one 
of just 20 pieces graded as such by PCGS. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

199 PCGS 1899 Half Dollar MS63. A hint of 
russet toning surrounds the frosty white 
surfaces. Only some facial slidemarks, 
often plaguing Barber coins kept in albums, 
keep this thick luster specimen from an 
even higher rating. 

200 PCGS 1907 Half Dollar MS64. A really 
pleasing coin for the grade with rich 
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silvery-grey color overlaid with deep green 
and reddish-gold splashes. 


a four-figure price tag. 


201 PCGS 1907-0 Half Dollar MS63 . Shimmering, 
well struck surfaces, lightly toned about 
the borders. As is often the case with 
Barber coinage, the reverse is fully choice. 

202 NGC 1908 Half Dollar MS63 . Well struck and 
clean for the grade with soft, even golden 
shadings on the obverse and on the reverse. 

203 PCGS 1915-D Half Dollar MS62. A pleasing 
coin for the grade in spite of some 
abrasions on the obverse. 

204 NGC 1915-D Half Dollar MS 65. Highly 
lustrous, with golden obverse toning and 
scattered specks of golden-brown on the 
reverse. The surfaces are generally free of 
marks, but show some striking weakness on 
the reverse. 

205 NGC 1898 Half Dollar PF 64. Fairly deep 
chartreuse and orange-gold toning cover 
very reflective and apparently clean 
surfaces. Liberty's cheek is free of 

s1idemarks. 

206 NGC 1900 Half Dollar PF 66. Incredibly 
toned, with a small patch of silvery-grey 
on the obverse and the balance of the coin 
displaying dazzling multicolored hues. 912 
Proofs were originally struck, only a tiny 
percentage of which could survive in such 
outstanding condition. 

207 NGC 1905 Half Dollar PF 64. Steel-toned 
surfaces, with highlights of violet and 
iridescent-blue. A very select example, 
from a Proof mintage of 727 pieces. 

208 NGC 1909 Half Dollar PF 65. Intermittant 
splashes of umber toning can be seen on the 
obverse while the reverse is nearly free of 
color. Both sides are very reflective and 
the reverse of this coin is absolutely 
superb. All in all, this piece is far 
above-average for the grade and would make 
a lovely addition to a high-quality type 
set . 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

209 PCGS 1916 Half Dollar MS64. The surfaces 
are white and lustrous, though not as 
sharply detailed as Mint State examples of 
this date often come. 

210 PCGS 1919-S Half Dollar MS62. Rich antique 
gold color covers lustrous but somewhat 
marked surfaces. The strike is quite 
acceptable and the reverse is actually very 
choice. An affordable example of this key 
date. 

211 PCGS 1938-D Half Dollar MS65. The 
low-mintage '38-D is not the revered date 
it once was, but in "65" condition it is 
still difficult enough to locate to-warrant 


212 PCGS Two 1940 Half Dollars, both MS64, one 
displaying go 1 den-russet and iridescence in 
the protected areas; and a 1946-D Half 
Dollar MS64, milky golden-grey obverse.

An untoned cameo 
with outstanding contrast between the 
frosted device and the mirror fields. Other 
than a small spot in the right obverse 
field there is very little "wrong" with 
this coin and if it had the color of, say, 
the 1868 in this sale, it very probably 
would have been graded Proof-65. The 
advanced type collector is urged to 
carefully consider one of the superb Proof 
With Motto Seated Dollars in this sale as 
such coins are not offered for sale very 
much these days!

A pleasing 
example of the this classic John Reich 
design. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

496 PCGS 1844 Half Eagle MS63 . Extremely sharp, 
with a lustrous obverse and more satiny 
reverse. Although "common" by No Motto 
standards, the 1844 is very difficult at 
the Mint State level and nearly 
unobtainable in choice condition. In fact, 
just three "63's" show up on PCGS 
population data, with only a single "64" 
outdistancing this select example in grade. 

497 PCGS 1890-CC Half Eagle MS62 . A typical 
strike for the date with some weakness on 
the curl below the ear and on the 
corresponding reverse. Lustrous with nice 
color and scattered, unobtrusive abrasions. 
This date is sometimes available in MS-60 
and MS-61 but it becomes scarce in MS-62 
and genuinely rare in any grade above this. 


PCGS has only graded two 1890-CC Half 
Eagles higher than MS-62 as of July, 1990.

Fully detailed 
and satiny, with a delightful green-gold 
tint. An essentially choice example of this 
popular turn-of-the-century date. 

502 PCGS 1901-S Half Eagle MS64 . Clean and 
frosty with beautiful rich orange-gold 
color on the obverse and the reverse. A 
first-rate type coin. 

503 PCGS 1901-S Half Eagle MS65 . A great type 
coin with nice color, fiery luster and very 
clean surfaces. Remember when these were 
worth $13,000? 

A superb gem 
with rich luster and virtually mark-free 
surfaces.

The vast 
majority of 1913-S Half Eagles grade from 
VF to AU and when a Mint State coin is 
encountered, the condition usually tops out 
at the "62" level.

Blazing Mint 
luster, rich color and minimal marks 
combine to make this an exceptional Liberty 
Head Eagle. An ideal type coin, given its 


status as the most common date of this type 
in high grades. 

523 PCGS 1901-S Eagle MS65 . Much more satiny 
than the typical example of this date, with 
a lovely green-gold tint about the stars 
and lettering. An ideal type coin, fully 
original and quite free of marks. 

524 PCGS 1901-S Eagle MS65. Another choice type 
coin exhibiting splendid color and surfaces. 

525 PCGS 1901-S Eagle MS65. Another in this 
covey of top quality '01-S Eagles. 

526 PCGS 1901-S Eagle MS65. Fully defined with 
the typically vibrant luster seen on this 
issue, making for an outstanding type coin. 

527 PCGS 1901-S Eagle MS65. Another great 
example; this with fiery luster and just a 
few small, scattered marks. 

528 NGC 1901-S Eagle MS65 . Brightly lustrous. 

529 PCGS 1901-S Eagle MS66 . An extroadinary 
coin with sensational luster, great color 
and exceptional surfaces.

The 
surfaces are extremely reflective and there 
is a good deal of contrast between the 
devices and the fields. In fact, this coin 
is incredibly wel1-manufactured for a Proof 
gold coin of this era. While there are a 
few light hairlines noted, the surfaces are 
very acceptable and this piece has genuine 
eye appeal. More importantly, it has 
genuine rarity. Only four Proof 1845 Eagles 
are known to exist. One is permanently 
impounded, one is in the Pittman Collection 
and is off the market indefinitely and 
another is part of an 1845 Gold Proof Set 
(with the Quarter Eagle and the Half Eagle) 
and is said to be off the market 
indefinitely as well. Thus, the present 
example is the ONLY collectible Proof 1845 
Eagle. Coins such as this are rarely 
offered for sale and the advanced collector 
or investor who appreciates true rarity 
should give this piece very serious 

consideration!

Both the 
obverse and the reverse show pleasing 
natural color. Like all of the Type Two San 
Fransisco Liberty Head Double Eagles struck 
in the 1860's , this date is extremely rare 
in ful1 Mint State. 


ANACS 1930-S Eagle MS64. One of the prime 
rarities in the Indian Eagle series, as 
most of the 96,000 pieces minted fell 
victim to the melting pot. Adding to this 
coin's appeal is the fact that most 1930-S 
Tens are rather heavily bagmarked and, more 
often than not, grade MS-62 or less. The 
presently offered example is quite sharp 
and satiny, with only the slightest 
abrasions discernable in the obverse field.

552 PCGS 1893-CC Double Eagle AU50. Lustrous 
with a slightly reflective obverse. This 
coin shows very 1ittle wear but has been 
downgraded, we presume, by the presence of 
a few wispy hairlines and a reeding mark on 
Liberty's face. This is the last year of 
issue for Carson City gold coins which 
makes the 1893-CC a very coveted Double 
Eagle.

second borderline gem High Relief; this 
with equally clean surfaces and similarly 
high eye appeal. If you have been searching

568 PCGS 1907 Arabic Numerals Double Eagle MS64. 

569 PCGS 1910-D Double Eagle MS65. Extremely 
clean and lustrous with superb color. The 
surfaces are free of the heavy bagmarks 
which characterize this date. In MS-65, the 
1910-D Double Eagle is a scarce date with a 
current (7/90) PCGS population of 37 coins; 
five better pieces have been graded as of 
this date as well. 

570 NGC 1911 Double Eagle MS62. An affordable 
yet legitimately choice example of this 
better date. 

571 PCGS 1914-S Double Eagle MS64. Attractive 
golden-orange color. 

572 PCGS 1920 Double Eagle MS63, a very tough 
date in upper Mint State grades. In fact, 
as of June, 1990, only 14 specimens have 
beeen certified higher by PCGS, none 
meriting a "65" or higher rating; and a 
1924 Double Eagle MS63. (Total: 2 coins) 

573 PCGS 1922 Double Eagle MS63. Bright, 
minimally abraded obverse. 

574 PCGS 1922 Double Eagle MS64. The obverse is 
of gem quality while the reverse shows a 
thin alloying fault near the beak of the 
eagle. A good value for the date collector 
considering the rarity of true gem 1922 
Double Eagles. 

575 PCGS 1922-S Double Eagle MS63 . A select 
'22-S, well above-average in terms of 
strike and luster. 

576 Hallmark 1922-S Double Eagle MS63 . Superior 
strike and luster for this better "S" mint 
issue. In recent years, a small quantity of 
this date has migrated to the U.S. out of 
Europe, but most of these grade "61" or 
"62" at best. 

577 PCGS 1923 Double Eagle MS63. Nice color and 
luster. About as choice an example of this 
underrated date as one is likely to find. 

578 Hallmark 1923 Double Eagle MS65. Frosty and 
lustrous, with beautiful golden-orange 
color about the peripheries. The 1923 Saint 
is a relatively common coin in grades up to 
and including "MS63", but they must be 
considered scarce at the "64" level and, in

surfaces with highlights of golden-orange.

586 PCGS 1927 Double Eagle MS64. 

587 PCGS 1927 Double Eagle MS65 . Very lustrous 
surfaces with no serious abrasions and a 
touch of milky patina within the sun's rays. 

The obverse of 
this premium quality example is 
particularly choice.

595 PCGS 1936 Albany MS64, a natural 
silvery-grey example, shading to light gold 
at the borders; 1934 Boone MS65, frosty 
golden-steel surfaces, gently streaked 
across the obverse; and a 1927 Vermont 
MS63, brilliant. (Total: 3 coins) 

596 NGC 1937 Arkansas MS 65; and a 1937-D 
Arkansas MS 65, the latter exhibiting a bit 
of speckled obverse toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

597 PCGS 1939-S Arkansas MS66 . Light cloudy 
grey with some deeper color most noticeable 
on the obverse edge. The surfaces are 
immaculate and this piece is remarkably 
choice for a 1939-S Arkansas Half Dollar. 

As of July, 1990, this is one of six pieces 
graded as such by PCGS with none having 
been graded higher. 

598 PCGS 1935-S Boone MS66. Both central 
devices on this pristine example are framed 
in golden-orange and apple-green 
iridescence which is lighter on the 
reverse. The various Boone issues abound in 
"65" condition, but the numbers fall off 
rapidly in grades exceeding that. 

599 NGC 1935/34-D Boone MS65. Clean semi-matte 
surfaces are covered with a dusting of 
light golden color. Always popular due to 
its extremely limited original mintage 
figure. 

600 NGC 1936 Boone MS67 . A superb gem with 
gorgeous iridescent orange-gold and 
sea-green color over unmarked surfaces. As 
of July, 1990, the combined NGC/PCGS 
population of MS-67 1936 Boone Half Dollars 
was less than 10 pieces. 

601 NGC 1937 Boone MS65. Superb sea-green, gold 
and red color gives this coin the 
appearance of a higher grade. 

602 PCGS 1936 Bridgeport MS64. Deeply toned on 
the obverse and the reverse. 

603 PCGS 1936 Bridgeport MS65. Milky grey 
surfaces with golden peripheral accents. 

604 NGC 1925-S California MS64; 1922 Grant 

MS64; and a 1928 Oregon MS64, all 
moderately toned examples of these pre '30 
commems. (Total: 3 coins) 

605 NGC 1925-S California MS65. Bright and 
frosty with fiery orange-red and neon blue 
color at the edges. 
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60S PCGS 1936 Cincinnati MS66. A glittering 
satiny gem with enhancing fiery 
reddish-gold peripheral splashes which are 
far more extensive on the reverse than on 
the obverse. The surfaces are unusually 
clean. We can not recall having seen a 
significantly finer 1936 Cincinnati Half 
Dollar. As of July, 1990, this is one of 
just four pieces graded MS-66 by PCGS with 
none graded higher. 

607 NGC 1936 Columbia MS65; and a 1936-S 
Columbia MS65, blanketed in steel-violet 
toning, with burnt-orange accents on the 
obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

608 PCGS 1892 Columbian MS64. Superb deep 
original iridescent color covers the 
obverse and the reverse. Unlike many 
similarly toned examples of this issue,this 
piece has good luster and minimal marks. 

609 PCGS 1892 Columbian MS64. The second of a 
lovely little group of deeply toned 
Columbian Halves. This piece has the best 
color of the lot with sea-green, blue and 
deep reddish-gold hues predominating. 

610 NGC 1892 Columbian MS 64. Rich iridescent 
toning frames Columbus' frosty portrait 
and, in similar shades, blankets the 
reverse. 

611 PCGS 1893 Columbian MS63; 1925 Lexington 

MS64; 1918 Lincoln MS63; 1934 Maryland 

MS63; and a 1936 York MS64, all brilliant 
but the steel-toned Columbian. (Total: 5

612 PCGS 1893 Columbian MS64. Frosty white and 
easily identified by a planchet flake in 
the famous explorer's locks. 

613 PCGS 1893 Columbian MS64. Superb deep 
multi-colored toning on the obverse and on 
the reverse with a band of neon blue at the 
borders. A great match to the similarly 
graded 1892 offered above and possibly from 
the same collection. 


619 PCGS 1922 Grant MS64. Rich smokey golden 
toning can be seen on the obverse and on 
the neverse. 

620 PCGS 1922 Grant with Star MS65 . A genuine 
rarity in the Commemorative Silver series! 
Quite well struck under a natural grey and 
golden-rose toning. This splendid, 
remarkably preserved Grant with Star is an 
item which every commem collector would 
love to own, but very few actually can. One 
of just 22 specimens yet graded "65", with 
only a single "66" on the PCGS books. 

621 PCGS 1928 Hawaiian MS65 . A splendid 
original gem with great luster, very clean 
surfaces and a vibrancy almost never found 
on this issue. This is one of the few 
silver Commemoratives which could be called 
truly scarce in gem condition and this is 
among the nicer examples we have handled in 
some time. 

622 NGC 1946 Iowa NGC MS 65, green-gold obverse 
toning with a mottled golden-grey reverse; 
and a 1934 Texas ANACS MS 65, steel-grey 
with specks of olive-green and russet. 

(Total: 2 coins) 

623 Hallmank A pair of 1946 Iowas, both MS66 
and beautifully toned. (Total: 2 coins) 

624 PCGS 1925 Lexington MS64. Very brignt and 
frosty. Unlike many examples of this issue, 
this piece does not have a subdued, dull 
appearance. 

625 NGC 1925 Lexington MS64. Lustrous and quite 
choice for the grade. 

626 PCGS 1925 Lexington MS65. Lustrous and 
oniginal, with accents of golden-rose most 
evident on the reverse. Only in recent 
years has the difficulty of this early 
commemorative in choice grades been 
recognized. 

627 NGC 1920 Maine MS64. Attractively toned and 
genuinely choice for the grade. 


614 NGC 1893 Columbian MS64. Both sides are 
deeply toned in golden-grey and steel-blue 
hues. The strike is much sharper than usual 
on this issue. 

615 PCGS 1935 Connecticut MS64, soft 
yellow-gold and lilac toning; 1936 Delaware 
MS64; and a 1928 Oregon MS64, the obverse 
is coated in a golden-violet shade while 
the reverse displays a uniform yellow-gold 
tint. (Total: 3 coins) 

616 PCGS 1935 Connecticut MS64. 

617 NGC 1936 Elgin MS65, satiny white; and a 
1935-S Texas MS65, irregular violet and 
yellow-green toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

618 NGC 1936 Gettysburg MS64; and a 1936 Long 
Island MS64, both toned in dusky shades. 
(Total; 2 coins) 


628 PCGS 1934 Maryland MS64, soft golden-violet 
toning surrounds Lord Calvert's frosty 
portrait; 1934-D Oregon MS64, thick, creamy 
luster with tinges of obverse color; and a 
1936 Rhode Island MS64, the reverse is 
somewhat reflective. (Total: 3 coins) 

629 PCGS 1921 Missouri 2X4 MS63. Frosty and 
oniginal with a hint of pale golden color 
on the surfaces. 

630 PCGS 1921 Missouri 2x4 MS63. Very clean and 
frosty with rich orange-gold coloron the 
obverse and on the reverse. 

631 PCGS 1923-S Monroe MS64. Clean and original 
with splashes of amber toning on the 
obverse; the reverse is untoned and very 
frosty. 

632 PCGS 1923-S Monroe MS64. This second very 
choice example has light golden obverse 
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color and slightly deep russet shadings on 
the reverse. Again, it is clean and frosty 
with a very pleasing naked-eye appearance. 

633 PCGS 1926-S Oregon PCGS MS64, deep 
peripheral iridescence; 1926-S Oregon NGC 
MS65, toned in scattered golden-violet and 
apple-green hues; and a 1936-S Rhode Island 
NGC MS64, dark obverse toning, lightening 
somewhat on the reverse.

634 PCGS 1933-D Oregon MS65. Bright and frosty 
with outstanding luster and good eye appeal. 

635 NGC 1937-D Oregon MS65. Untoned, frosty and 
very choice. 

636 NGC 1939 Oregon PDS Set, grading MS 66, MS 

65 and MS 65 respectively. A light pastel 
toning covers the "P" mint, while the other 
two display a lustrous, silvery-grey 
finish. (Total: 3 coins) 

637 NGC 1915-S Panama-Pacific MS64 . Lovely rich 
original toning covers clean and lustrous 
surfaces. We have seen less attractive 
Pan-Pacs in MS-65 holders! A great coin for 
the specialist who appreciates superb color. 

638 PCGS 1936 Rhode Island MS65. A dash of 
golden-orange and rose iridescence is 
visible along the lower obverse rim. 

639 NGC 1936 Rhode Island MS 65. Extremely 
frosty for the issue, with just the 
slightest bluish-steel tint. 

640 NGC 1936-D Rhode Island MS65. Rich smokey 
grey and russet color attests to the 
originality of this gem. 

641 PCGS 1936-S Rhode Island MS65. Pale 
icy-blue color clings to clean, frosty 
surfaces. 

642 NGC 1937 Roanoke MS66 . Rich rose-grey with 
some deepening of the color at the obverse 
periphery and across much of the reverse. 

643 NGC Three (3) 1926 Sesquicentennia 1s, all 
grading MS-63. Each has light color and 
good luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

644 PCGS 1926 Sesquicentennia 1 MS64. Vivid 
chartreuse overtone changes to magenta 
iridescence at the edges. 

645 NGC 1926 Sesquicentennia1 MS64. Bright and 
frosty with splashes of unusual deep toning 
at the obverse edge. 

646 Hallmark 1926 Sesqu i centenn i al MS65 . Rich 
rose-grey with splashes of deep speckled 
reddish color on the obverse and the 
reverse. Below this color, we note that the 
surfaces are very clean and quite lustrous. 
This issue remains one of the true 
condition rarities in the entire United 
States Commemorative Half Dollar series. We 
have handled more than our share of 
certified gem examples and we feel that 
this piece compares favorably to any of 


these! 

647 PCGS 1935 Spanish Trail MS64. Light golden 
shadings turn to iridescence at the obverse 
border. The open fields show fewer marks 
than normal on this issue. 

648 PCGS 1935 Spanish Trail MS65. A milky 
silvery-grey example, with tinges of soft 
golden color primarily about the reverse 
devices. 

649 PCGS 1925 Stone Mountain MS65. Untoned, 
clean and very frosty. 

650 PCGS 1947 Booker T. Washington MS66 . Very 
clean and very frosty with some reddish and 
amber coloration within the obverse 
lettering. An extremely scarce and vastly 
overlooked issue with a current (July, 

1990) PCGS population of only three coins! 

651 NGC 1947-S Booker T. Washington MS 65 
Prooflike. Bright, untoned surfaces which 
show generous amounts of die polishing in 
the fields, indicative of a very early 
striking. 

652 NGC 1947-S Booker T. Washington MS 65 
Prooflike; 1948-S Booker T. Washington MS 
64 Prooflike; and a 1950-S Booker T. 
Washington MS 65 Proof like. Only the '48-S 
shows a few patches of light toning. 

(Total: 3 coins) 

653 PCGS 1936 Wisconsin PCGS MS64; and a 1936 
Wisconsin NGC MS 64. Fittingly, the PCGS 
example is mostly brilliant and the NGC 
piece is toned. (Total: 2 coins)

Octagonal MS66 . BG-717, R.4. State II, with 
nose incomplete. A sparkling gem, frosty 
and semi-proof 1ike.

untoned surfaces. One of only a handful of 
coins currently graded as such by both NGC 
and PCGS.

Red and Brown. Judd-1400. Rarity-6. Copper. 
Plain Edge. Deep red and brown obverse with 
fiery iridescent undertones; the reverse 
has a rich mahogony overtone with some Mint 
red flashes in the protected areas. The 
surfaces are very clean and reflective. 

This issue may actually be a full Rarity-7 
as we doubt if more than a dozen or so 
still exist. As of July, 1990, this piece
